17A) Origin and breeding history of the variety 

Tip 202' is a hybrid of Pelargonium zonale x peltatum, which was derived from a hybridisation 
and subsequent tissue culture of the immature seeds. 

The resulting seedlings were transferred from the test-tubes into rock-wool cubes, and were 
grown in a greenhouse for examination and selection in 1998. 

The female parent was a hybrid seedling (Pelargonium zonale x peltatum), no. K 90-2022-8, 
having red, single-type flowers and dark. -green foliage with strong zonation. 

The male parent was the ivy geranium (Pelargonium peltatum) seedling, no. 195-0337-18, which 
had been derived from crosses between the red-flowered varieties: Yale, St. Malo and Momo. 

The selected hybrid seedling, no. K98-3 173-1, was asexually propagated by cuttings, which 
were used for further examination and for trial cultivation, starting in 1999. 
Hybridization, tissue culture, selection of the plant and examinations of the clone were 
conducted in Hillscheid, Germany.

Variety Tip 202' originated from a single seedling that was propagated 
asexually. It is a uniform clone, without genetically variation. 



The stock plants in Hillscheid, Germany, and Cuernavaca, Mexico*, have been obtained by 
tissue culture and were checked for health and for stability of the described characteristics. 
They are used for propagation by cuttings (usually stem terminal cuttings). 



17 C) Distinctness statement 

The variety is characterized by bright red, semi-double flowers, dark-green foliage with strong 
anthocyanin colouring at times, and, for a Pel. zonale x peltatum hybrid, relatively compact 
plant habit and only moderately large leaves. 

The most similar variety known to the breeder is 'Fisgren'. 

In comparison to Tisgren', Fip 202' has deeper red, not orange-red, coloured flowers, smaller 
and darker green coloured leaves, only moderately vigorous growth and less tall plant habit.
